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performing tricks along with genuine phenomena, and 
therefore experiments must be conducted in sucp a way as to 
prevent any possibility of fraud. It is certainly more- 
diffic^t to critically analyze every exp/iment than to 
continul^ollecting experimental data witho&t such analysis. 

As niiave mentioned, in order to m/lntain controlled 
conditions /Ve placed the object to be bpit (for example, an 
aluminium baW into a sealed box of /transparent plastic. 
This bar was catered by a thin layer /f putty or other soft 
material which «Md indicate how thi pressure of a force is 
distributed along Che bar, i.e., is /he force applied to one 
point or is it a uniform continuous pressure? The bar was 
bent a few minutes aSter the bolt was lianded to a subject, 
and subsequent analysi\showedythat the pressure seemed to 
be uniform. 

Some subjects liked In/take the sealed box and go to 
another room where nothlngjfcrevented them from concentra- 
ting. Therefore, we had tor fW a method that prevented any 
fraud under these conditions, TTo do this we used a closed 
box with the metal bay in it Wong with a glass cylinder 
filled with two unmixsrct powdersVf different colors. The 
idea was that if th/sub ject shcbk the box or turned it 
over, the powders wcmld become irreversibly mixed. 

After the met^l was bent even tinder these conditions, 
we asked ourselves! could the sub ject 'Obtain this result by 
means of any trifck? We concluded that^he only possibility 
for the boy w&s to use the centrifugfe from a washing 
machine; if f box is placed in a centriffise, the influence 
of the centrifugal force can bend the bar without mixing the 
two powder/ However, it is extremely unlikely that this 
boy, during the short period of time when he «kis in another 
room witin the box, could reach the washing machine (which 
was in /he basement), put the box in the centrifuge in the 
correc/c position (any other position would lead\o mixing 
the powders), and come back with a bent bar. At this point 
we can only stress the necessity for further studies or the 
phenomena."
